LEXINGTON SALE. 


HE main catalogue for the E. J. 
Tranter sale at Lexington 
Sales Paddock, next Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, in five 
periods, as shown in the schedule 
published on the last page of this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, em- 
braces 442 head and in a supple- 
mentary catalogue are 18 addi- 
tional head, making a total of 460. 
There are nine stallions, namely 
Brilliant, *Hollister, *Mount Bea- 


con, My Hobby, Nassak, Noc- 
turnal, *Paicines, Prince Pal and 
Saxon. The broodmares number 


106, the yearlings 309, the wean- 
lings 18 and the horses in training 
18. 

The largest consignment is that 
of Swingalong Stud, Inc., which is 
being dispersed, 53 head, including 
the stallions Nocturnal, Prince Pal 
and Saxon, 40 broodmares (with 
few exceptions in foal, to good 


sires), and 10 yearlings. 

The main catalogue was put 
into the mails last Friday, and, 
judging from _ requests, 
came by letter, ‘phone and tele-

gram, for catalogues, there is lively interest, and 
we believe it is to be a good sale. 


Aside from this, our belief is based on the fact 
that there is every indication of a speedy return 
to “good times’? demand, but not to those crazy, 
inflated prices which prevailed only to make a 
mess of America’s later market and to make the 
slump, due to the general depression, look 
heavier and deeper than it really was. 


The horse industry is coming out of that slump 
in a steady, sensible way, and THE BLOOD-HORSE 
would here again tell all who wish to make in- 
vestment of money that there is nothing in which 
it can be put that will bring quicker profit than 
in Thoroughbred horses. 

In a year from now, people in all parts of 
America will be begging for horses. There will 
not be enough, in our earnest opinion, to supply 
the demand. We know that may sound silly to 
some who have been hard hit and have been 
hanging on by their eyebrows, or who have lost 
all, but we are saying it with the feeling that it 
will work out so truly that we are hazarding 
little by the prediction. 

A large number of persons from Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Louisville and other points came to 
Lexington last Sunday morning expecting to wit- 
ness trials of the yearlings consigned by Old 
Hickory Farm (Phil T. Chinn, president) and 
Audley Farm (B. B. Jones, president), but an 
all night rain had made the Kentucky Associa- 
tion track so muddy that postponement to a date 
later in this week was necessary. 

Harry S. Hart, managing director of the 
Swingalong Stud, Inc., said on Monday of this 
week that the 53 head in that consignment will 
be at the Lexington Sales Paddock on Wednesday 
and that inspection of the stock is invited on 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day, the day of sale. 

Thomas Piatt announced on Monday that his 
yearlings and those of members of his family 
will be at the Sales Paddock on Sunday for ex- 


hibition. None of these yearlings have been 


broken. 

The yearlings from the Hopkinsville establish- 
ments, Messrs. Rodman Meacham, Henry Alt- 
sheler, Dr. M. W. Williams and J. M. Bronaugh, 
will arrive at the Sales Paddock on Saturday.

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STARTING. 

E have heard assistants to starters on 

American race tracks called pretty much 
everything—occasionally a praiseful something, 
but generally names that might have come out 
of the vocabulary of an army mule driver in the 
thick of battle—but never until this week had 
anyone informed us that they are like ‘a bunch 
of iron-handed jailbirds.” 

That seems to have been about the softest 
thing Frank Blake, Colorado horseman and ranch 
superintendent, regular reader of THE BLOOp- 
HORSE, could think of to call those he has lately 
been observing with their rough, holding-on tac- 
tics, about which we have previously written, 
and with which the public and the horsemen are 
now so thoroughly disgusted. Mr. Blake writes: 


We sure would like to see you denounce this business 
of assistant starters. They remind one, of a bunch of 
iron-handed jailbirds. They are NOT’ necessary. If 
starters were required to start 2-year-olds ALONE, in 
the course of a few years you would have a much better 
percentage of good post horses. I hope you will see 
fit to say a few words on this subject in the interest 
of cleaner and better sport. 


We can only repeat what we have previously 
said. The rules of racing have never contem- 
plated that assistants to the starter should man- 
handle horses as they do. The rules of racing 
provide that after a horse is in the starter’s 
charge, which is to say, after he leaves the pad- 
dock and reaches the track, none save the jockey 
may touch him. 

Time was—when horses were permitted to be 
normal, before the introduction of dope and 
blinkers, when race riders served honest-to- 
goodness apprenticeships, spent three or four 
years as stable lads, learning HORSEMANSHIP 
and knowing how to RIDE, before they were per- 
mitted to don colors and have a mount in a con- 
test for a purse or stakes, when there was gen- 
erally less skullduggery and more sportsman- 
ship—that a starter had only one assistant, and 
he did NOT take hold of horses. 

The jockeys were capable of managing their 
mounts. They sat their horses properly, had 
purchase with their knees and legs, and had con- 
trol of them. The starts, it is true, were not al- 
ways as rapid, but they were, as a rule, more sat- 
isfactory than now. The public felt that they 
were fair, though they were often ragged. 


It was a call for better alignment that brought 
the barrier, at first merely a stretch of rubber 
across the track, from which, step by step, came 
the present very unsatisfactory system, requir- 
ing numerous men, with twitches and relay 
tongs, hard muscle and bull whips. 

The theory was that the horses could be 
trained to enter stalls at the starting post with- 
out their being led, driven, pushed or backed into 
the contrivance by assistants to the starter. The 
theory has proved contrary to practice. Some 
horses will quietly enter the stalls and start from 
them in orderly fashion under a jockey’s guid- 
ance only, but others, apparently have to be 
forced and held there, while there are a few that 
cannot be placed in the stalls at all. The influ- 
ence of dope is responsible for some of this. 

The only feature of the stalls starting con- 
trivances now seemingly receiving general ap- 
proval from horsemen is that they prevent in- 
jury to horses by kicks from their competitors 
while at post. The public likes to see the horses 
pop out of the stalls, but the public damns the 
assistants for their roughness in getting the 
horses into the stalls and for hanging onto their 
heads after they are in. 

The remedy for all of this mistreatment and 
objection, we think, lies in the adoption of the 
walk-up system of starting from behind a mov- 
ing barrier, without stalls, and free from the 
hands of man. 

Col. E. R. Bradley, master of Idle Hour Farm, 
whose pioneering for the improvement of the 
sport of racing in America and for the welfare 
of horses, and of boys and men who work with 
the horses at the courses, is now seeking to have 
developed a device that will make walk-up start- 
ing possible and practical. 


In New York he is financing the development 
of John Whalen’s patent, and in Kentucky he is 
backing the invention of Turner C. Rush. One 
or the other, it is expected, will answer the pur- 
pose. A model of the Rush device has been 
completed and will be on exhibition in Lexington 
during the coming sales week. It will, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE believes, be found to give satisfac- 
tion and remove the objections now so frequently 
and at times so vehemently voiced. 
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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


HE major racing term of 1933 closes in just 
a few more days, yet Old Rosebud finds it 
impossible to arrive at any champion in the juve- 
nile and 3-year-old ranks for which claims to the 
title may be substantiated. The verdict can only 
be that both crops are decidedly mediocre with 
so many in the same notch. The juvenile fillies 
Jabot, Bazaar. Wise Daughter, High Glee, Mata 
Hari, Far Star and Slapdash were at least as 
good as the best colts, Singing Wood, Kawagoe, 
Sgt. Byrne, Roustabout, Cavalcade and High 
Quest. Mata Hari, when in a running mood, 
could whip any of the West’s 2-year-olds, and 
most of the East’s. The 3-year-old situation was 
as complex, with Head Play potentially best but 
infirm. War Glory we saw fly the white feather 
too often, and the same goes for Golden Way. 
Inlander and Mr. Khayyam are Sunday horses, 
and Hurryoff went wrong on winning the Bel- 
mont. As a matter of fact, that period of Ameri- 
can Turf history from 1930 to 1933 inclusively 
will be remembered as the era of Equipoise. 
Nature seems to have decided such a contribu- 
tion merited a long rest. 
* * * 
HE handicap division in recent seasons has 
been superior to the 2- and 3-year-old classes. 
Handicaps among good horses at distances up to 
those coming under the “cup” heading are the 
most exacting and brilliant races possible. Which 
means the writer concurs in W. S. Vosburgh’s 
opinion there’s more racing in a mile and a quar- 
ter test than at longer distances. With Equipoise, 
Mate, Dark Secret, Jamestown, Jack High, Tred 
Avon, Gallant Sir and others competing for the 
handicaps the past couple of years, one is moved 
to wonder why racing associations don’t get 
together and take steps toward advancing this 
sport in their endowments instead of insisting 
upon hanging out the heavy coin for 2- and 3- 
year-olds. Handicaps which have their starts 
before the stands are more popular in the eyes 
of the public. They make for big fields, good 
betting races and spectacular contests. 
* * 
* INOOKA remains a good 1:11 sprinter, 
W not a world-beater, in Old Rosebud’s book. 
The Baltimore Handicap brought out a field of 
high-class plater sprinters, including one or two 
a shade above that category, and the visitor 
from Down Under, lucky all the way, managed 
to scratch out a victory in a finish that found six 
of the field in blanket formation at the line. The 
time, 1:11 1-5, was good, but Springsteel, fifth, 
was only a split-second away. The alien has a 
slightly cracked heel and, it is understood, will 
rest in Kentucky much of the winter. It is just 
possible he will be acquired by an American 
sportsman and breeder for stud duty. How- 
ever, money still is tight. *Winooka’s invasion 
may not prove a losing venture after all, though 
far less profitable than his handler anticipated. 
He’s being swamped with proposals for special 
races of $2,500 as this is written. *Trevallian, 
which accompanied *Winooka here, contributed 
toward defraying expenses when winning at 15-1, 
with his connections backing him. *Trevallian, 
like *Tea Trader, *Pillow Fight’s companion, is 
a shifty animal himself, and got away with mas- 
querading as a $1,200 plater. Back at Long- 
acres, he was beaten off when running for $1,100. 
*Trevallian also may never again see his native

No 
sponged horse should be close after a few 
furlongs.

HE General Electric X-Ray Company has de- 
veloped a new, high-voltage portable machine 
that has proven particularly adaptable to use 
about the tracks. This machine, until recently 
on exhibition at the Century of Progress, was 
first tested at Belmont Park last week when pic- 
tures were made of Equipoise’s hoof and ankle. 
One of the prints the writer saw shows, in the 
bone just above the hoof, spots which may give 
a clue to the sore, filled ankle and to the trouble 
in the hoof, which repeatedly chipped and 
cracked. The new X-ray machine is little larger 
than the average portable typewriter. X-ray 
has become next to indispensable at the tracks 
and the General Electric Company, which helped 
construct the modernized Arlington and Pimlico 
totalizers, has not been slow to grasp this. 
LFRED G. VANDERBILT may have bought 
well when he obtained Discovery from 
Adolphe Pons. This youngster is the best of 
Display’s issue to date and is an improving sort 
with none of his sire’s incorrigible temper. 
Trainer T. J. Healey has been an interested ob- 
server of Discovery’s activities all season, hav- 
ing saddled his sire to win the 1926 Preakness 
and other rich races. Healey has trained some 
improving juveniles himself this season, High 
Glee, Jabot and now Collateral, the last- 
mentioned colt, a near-brother to Twenty Grand, 
having run a powerful third in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes. 
* 
ACES which have their starts before the 
stands, or up the stretch, have ever been 
public favorites, even if tracks appear to have 
just caught on. Latonia, seemingly is experi- 
encing no undue difficulty obtaining heavy entry 
lists. A mile and a half race for claimers last 
week drew 11 starters. Ovals beyond a mile, 
however, as at most of our major tracks like 
Arlington, Belmont Park, Aqueduct and Sara- 
toga, will find it more difficult to please the pub- 
lic in this direction. And while Latonia can 
provide plenty of cheap races at distance beyond 
a mile, its $25,000 Championship has been forced 
into the discard through lack of support from 
breeders and owners. The Cup, now worth $2,000, 
has been salvaged by its late closing. This swells 
the field, but there just aren’t any horses of 
quality for such offerings.

Alfred Johnson’s Deferred, only horse in the 
stable of the former jockey, was cut badly on 
her right hind leg in her last start at Latonia. 

George Phillips will have 13 horses at Hialeah 
Park—three for himself, five for C. Leroy King, 
three for W. H. Graham, and two for W. B. 
Mitchell. 

November 11, the day Pimlico closes, Placing 
Judge Jack B. Campbell will leave Baltimore for 
San Francisco to serve as racing secretary at 
Tanforan. 

W. H. Snearly (Billy Biscuits), reported to be 
more than 90 years old, is still quite active.

LATONIA. 


HE Latonia Jockey Club is experiencing bet- 

ter fortunes since it shifted, on October 27, 
from the $2 to the $1 admission charge. Attend- 
ance has been much larger ,and the mutuel play 
has increased by some $30,000 daily, on the 
average. However, the remedy came too late to 
give the management a chance to come out 
ahead. The community was already resentful 
of Latonia’s long delay in coming to the stand- 
ards which most of the other important tracks in 
the Mid-West had previously accepted. Before 
the reduction was made mid-week programs 
were commonly attracting a $50,000 mutuel play, 
or even less. 

Last Saturday, despite the fact that the 
weather was bad, the largest crowd of the meet- 
ing was on hand to see the running of the last 
Latonia Championship, won by Pomposity, but 
the money which passed through the pari- 
mutuels was only $187,000, approximately. 

The management of late has been advertising 
an increased number of “distance’’ races, mostly 
events at a mile and 70 yards up to a mile and 
an eighth, because such events attract more play 
and more interest than sprint races. Even when 
placed first on the program, the all-the-way- 
around races show an increase over sprints in 
the same position on the card. It is to be hoped 
this lesson will be forgotten even more slowly 
than it was learned. 

An unusual condition prevailed for two days 
last week, when a fog hung over the track early 
in the morning so heavy that it was virtually im- 
possible to time horses in workouts until nearly 
9 o’clock. 

The meeting will close Saturday of this week, 
November 11, with the running of the Latonia 
Cup, no longer a stakes event nor likely to at- 
tract horses of class, as the feature. 


POMPEY COLTS FIRST AND SECOND. 


The fifteenth and last running of the Latonia 
Championship ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1% 
miles), at Latonia Saturday, November 4, at- 
tracted to the post a field of six, in which the 
W. S. Kilmer entry of Sun Archer and Dark Win- 
ter were held by the public to be so much the 
best that the mutuel odds against them were only 
70 cents on the dollar. Against them were 
aligned C. V. Whitney’s Contraband, a selling 
plater which Mose Goldblatt has lately developed 
into a handicap horse; W. R. Coe’s Pomposity 
and Brookmeade Stable’s Caesars Ghost, both 
sons of Pompey; and H. P. Headley’s Technique, 
which, as the only filly in the field, carried 123 
pounds to 126 on the others. 

Dark Winter went out immediately after the 
start to make the pace for his supposedly better 
stablemate, but Caesars Ghost soon joined him 
in that task, and the two alternated in front posi- 
tion for the first mile and a half of the race, with 
Sun Archer lying third, a few lengths back. Con- 
traband was fourth, and Pomposity fifth or sixth 
until the final turn for home. As the field neared 
the final quarter, the leaders were dropping back 
to the followers. On the turn Dark Winter, be- 
ginning to tire, went wide and took Contraband 
out with him. Pomposity, still well to the rear, 
was kept on the rail by his rider, John Joe 
Bejshak. Down the stretch Caesars Ghost drew 
out to a lead of nearly two lengths, enough to 
make him look like a winner, but Pomposity, 


saved for the final run, came through with a 
spurt that took him out in front by a length at 
the finish. Caesars Ghost lasted well enough to 
fight off the challenge of Contraband and beat 
him a head for second money. Five lengths far- 
ther back came Dark Winter, with Sun Archer at 
his heels and Technique some eight lengths far- 
ther away. The chances of the Kilmer entry had 
been ruined by interference caused when Contra- 
band swerved over toward them in the stretch 
and threw them into a tangle. Dark Winter was 
running second at the time, with Sun Archer 
just behind him and Contraband, on the outside, 
running abreast of Sun Archer. The Whitney 
colt bore over and threw the two colts into such 
confusion that Sun Archer was immediately 
eliminated. It did not seem likely that either 
would have been first at the finish, for both were 
tiring when the interference came, but their 
chances were undoubtedly affected. The stew- 
ards, instead of disqualifying Contraband, as the 
rules provide, gave his rider, R. Workman, a sus- 
pension of 10 days. 

The time was slow, :24 3-5, :49 2-5, 1:15, 
1:40 3-5, 2:08, 2:35 1-5, 3:02, track fast. Stakes 
division, $27,915, $3,000, $2,000, $1,000. Nomina-

In 12 starts pre- 
vious to the Championship he had won two races, 
finished second twice and third twice, but with- 
out making a good showing against high-class 
horses, except to finish second to War Glory in 
the Lawrence Realization. His earnings now 
total $31,715. He is own brother to Osculator, 
winner at two of the National Stallion and Great 
American Stakes and Spalding Lowe Jenkins 
Handicap and at four this year of the Clark and 
Havre de Grace Handicaps, and second in other 
important races. 


THE WIDENER DINNER. 


Complete plans for the testimonial dinner to 
be given by the Thoroughbred Club of America in 
honor of Joseph E. Widener at the Lafayette 
Hotel, Lexington, on the evening of Wednesday, 
November 15, were announced last week, and by 
Tuesday of this week the paid reservations had 
passed the 140 mark, indicating that the club will 
find it difficult to keep within the limit of 200 
guests it had previously prescribed. Jack S. 
Young, secretary of the dinner committee, may 
be addressed at the Lafayette Hotel in making 
reservations. Those who expect to attend should 
notify Mr. Young promptly. 

The program, as detailed by Frank B. Jones, 
head of the committee in charge of the dinner, 
will be in the nature of a gesture of fellowship 
and appreciation from Kentucky, as the leading 
producer of Thoroughbreds, to Mr. Widener, as a 
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leading representative of sportsmanship and 
devotion to the best interests of racing. Desha 
Breckinridge, the eloquent editor of The Lexing- 
ton Herald, is to make the principal address. 
Gen. James Tandy Ellis, famous as a fun-maker 
and story-teller, will furnish a humorous touch 
with a talk entitled, “In Old Kentucky.” The Rt. 
Rev. H. P. Almon Abbott, bishop of the Lexing- 
ton diocese of the Episcopal Church, will deliver 
a short address on “Giants,’’ and the invocation 
is to be said by Dr. A. W. Fortune, pastor of the 
Central Christian Church, Lexington. Thomas 
Piatt, president of the Thoroughbred Club, will 
make the formal presentation to Mr. Widener of 
the gold button which signifies honorary life 
membership in the Thoroughbred Club. 

Frank B. Jones is to preside over the program, 
which will include a variety of music. Darwin 
Bowen, young New York baritone, now singing 
in “Champagne Sec,” is to fly from the metropolis 
to be on the program for the Widener dinner. 
The Cliff Burns orchestra, of Cincinnati, and the 
familiar radio acts, the Three Nightingales and 
the Blue Grass Harmonizers, will also be heard. 
Special songs have been written by C. Frank 
Dunn, of Lexington. 

The decorations will have for their theme a 
suggestion of Kentucky in the autumn, and are 
to be done by the Keller Floral Company. A 
public address system is to be installed to insure 
that all those present will hear the program. 


MAY WHACK UP. 

There are rumors to the effect that the Ameri- 
can Turf Association stockholders may soon be 
called upon for their views concerning a pro- 
posal that their holdings in Illinois and Kentucky 
be whacked up on a book value basis. The idea, 
as THE BLOOD-HORSE hears it, originated at 
Louisville and has been taken up by stockholders 
resident at Lexington and Covington for dis- 
cussion. The incentive is the desire to have rac- 
ing in Kentucky under management independent 
of the management of racing in Illinois. The 
feeling is that Kentucky racing has suffered to 
the favor of Illinois racing, and that the sport in 
this old Commonwealth, which carried on 
through days of adversity and reform oppression 
elsewhere is entitled to be restored to a higher 
plane than is now apparently possible under the 
present control.

EQUIPOISE RETURNS. 

With his spotted lead pony, his dog companion, 
Rex, and his colored attendant, “Smitty,” Equi- 
poise arrived at the C. V. Whitney Farm, Lex- 
ington, on the morning of Thursday, November 2, 
to be retired for the winter, and possibly for all 
time.

PIMLICO. 


EN days of racing at Pimlico end Satur- 

urday, November 11. If the second week con- 
tinues with weather of the sort which marked 
the first week the Maryland Jockey Club will 
have a good profit to report to its stockholders, 
who have been “holding the bag” for the last few 
meetings. Expenses have been reduced greatly 
and the $40,000 added Pimlico Futurity was 
struck from the calendar some time back. Good 
crowds and good play have been the rule. About 
20,000 were out last Saturday, when the Walden 
Handicap, won by Chicstraw, and a special race 
for *Winooka were the features. 

Stakes booked for this week are the Pimlico 
Handicap, set for Wednesday, and the Riggs 
Handicap, to be run the closing day and likely 
to attract a fine field, including Dark Secret, 
Mate, etc. After the close at Pimlico there will 
be no racing in Maryland until the following 
Wednesday, November 15, when Bowie opens. 

The spell of good weather last week left the 
Baltimore track in extra fast condition. In win- 
ning the Walden Handicap of November 4, Chic- 
straw did a mile and a sixteenth in 1:44 3-5, just 
two-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record. In the next race, an overnight handicap, 
Watch Him, under the low weight of 102 pounds, 
took a fifth of a second off the record for the 
same distance, and in the next event *Winooka 
ran six furlongs in 1:11, missing the track mark 
by a fifth of a second. 

The Laurel Park meeting, which closed Tues- 
day of last week, ran 23 days, exclusive of two 
charity days at the close. During that time the 
total pari-mutuel turnover was $6,223,892, which 
was $1,793,183 below the total for last year’s 
meeting. The average daily “handle” was 
$270,604, the best single day was the final Sat- 
urday, October 28, when $400,100 was wagered. 
James Butler and his associates in the ownership 
of the track evidently realized a profit. 
BAZAAR WINS JENKINS HANDICAP. 

Bazaar, unlucky to lose the Selima Stakes a 
week earlier, was more favored by the fortunes 
of racing in the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, one mile) at 
Laurel Park October 28, and so came home with 
a victory. Carrying 116 pounds, top weight in 
the field of eight if her three-pound sex allowance 
is considered, and ridden by Don Meade, she hap- 
pened to lunge forward just as the barrier rose 
and so gained a slight advantage at the start. 
Meade took her in hand and allowed the Audley 
Farm Stable’s Signalman (112) to go to the 
front. Bazaar followed him closely as he went 
down the backstretch with a short lead, never 
more than a length. Close behind her on the rail 
was George D. Widener’s Chicstraw (118). The 
Brookmeade Stable’s Cavalcade (118) was 
caught in close quarters on the backstretch and 
his jockey, Dominick Bellizzi, was obliged to ease 
him back and take him to the outside before he 
could find racing room. On the second turn 
Bazaar, slightly urged, stepped by Signalman, 
which immediately dropped out of contention. 
Chicstraw also weakened and the Belair Stud 
Stable’s Vicar (106) succeeded to second place 
behind the filly. As they reached the furlong 
pole Bazaar was leading by half a length, Vicar 
was second by two lengths, and Cavalcade, clos- 
ing with a rush, had just reached third place. 


Bazaar, under a hard drive, lasted to win by a 
length, but Cavalcade was gaining fast and had 
just thrust his nose ahead of Vicar as the finish 
was reached. Vicar was three lengths ahead of 
Chicstraw, fourth. The others, in order of finish, 
were Signalman, Elf Lock (107), The Triumvir 
(105), Rose Parade (105). Time, :23 2-5, :47 3-5, 
1:12 3-5, 1:38 4-5, track fast. Stakes division,

Bazaar won the Albany Handicap and Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga, was second in the Matron 
Stakes and third in the Selima Stakes, in which 
she suffered ill luck. She has won five of her 10 
starts and finished once second and once third, 
earning $42,665. The Jenkins Handicap probably 
was her last race of the year. It had been Colonel 
Bradley’s intention to retire her after the Selima 
Stakes, but because of her ill fortune in that con- 
test he decided to give her another chance. 


*WINOOKA PROVES HIS METTLE. 

The seventh running of the Baltimore Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs), at 
Pimlico on the opening day, November 1, was a 
fine tribute to the handicapping skill of the vet- 
eran Frank J. Bryan, racing secretary for the 
Maryland Jockey Club. The seven horses at the 
finish were less than two and a half lengths 
apart, and the four which shared the stakes were 
only inches apart. The winner was the Austra- 
lian *Winooka (120), by a nose; second, Mrs. S. 
H. Fairbanks’ Gold Step (117), by a head; third, 
Preston M. Burch’s Tambour (116), by a nose; 
fourth, Jersey Stable’s Character (3-y-o0, 109), 
by half a length; fifth, Springsteel (115); sixth, 
Good Advice (3-y-o, 115); seventh, Okapi (3-y-0, 
113). 

The race was one of the best seen in Maryland 
in years, as far as its exciting finish was con- 
cerned. The start was good, and *Winooka, 
piloted, as usual, by Edgar Britt, got away well 
from his outside position, where he had plenty 
of racing room. Britt took him under restraint 
as Character dashed out to make the pace, with 
Springsteel and Gold Step closest in the field, 
which was never strung out. R. Workman, rid- 
ing Tambour, which had started from an inside 
position, waited near the rail, hoping for a place 
to get through. *Winooka, still on the outside, 
began moving up as the field was turning for 
the homestretch. Character, having done the 
first half-mile in :46 2-5, was weakening a little 
but still had fight. He gave ground slowly. 
Workman finally decided that he had no chance 
to go through on the rail with Tambour and took 
the mare to the outside on the turn, at a con- 
siderable loss of ground, but once clear she began 
gaining on the leaders. Early in the stretch run 
Britt drew his whip and hit *Winooka a few 
times, but, after passing Character at the eighth 
pole, he hand-rode the Australian home, possibly 
because he is not an accomplished whip-rider. 
In the last furlong the field closed up behind the 
invader, and in the final yards it appeared there 
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were four noses any of which might have 
dropped down to catch the judges’ eyes first. 
Fortunately for those who had made *Winooka 
the favorite at 3 to 2, he got the decision by the 
narrowest of racing margins, just beating Gold 
Step, which had run a good race but failed with- 
out excuse. Tambour, which finished third, may 
have been the best in the race, for, after losing 
ground when Workman took her up and moved 
to the outside, she came with a rush in the 
stretch and was outrunning everything in the 
field at the close. Time, :23, :46 2-5, 1:11 1-5, 
track fast. Stakes division, $2,250, $400, $200, 
$100. 


*WINOOKA’S FORM VERIFIED. 


After *Winooka’s victory in the Baltimore 
Handicap, the Pimlico management attempted 
to line him up for another contest at a mile and 
70 yards, but this fell through, and a Special 
Invitation Purse ($2,500 added, all ages) at six 
furlongs was arranged for him. The race, run 
November 4, turned out to be a re-running of 
the Baltimore, with minor variations. Virtually 
the same opposition came out against the in- 
vader, except that Character and Okapi were 
missing. *Winooka, by the “special weights” 
conditions of the race, had a better advantage in 
the weights than in the previous race. He went 
to the post favorite at $1.90 to $1. Britt followed 
closely the pace of Gold Step (120) for the first 
three eighths, then sent *Winooka to the front 
and brought him home to a handy victory, by a 
length, without resorting to his whip. Gold Step 
was second, half a length ahead of Good Advice 
(3-y-o, 117). Tambour (117) failed to repeat the 
sterling performance that she had turned in for 
the Baltimore, and was fourth, four lengths far- 
ther back. Springsteel (120) was.last. Time, 
:23, :46 2-5, 1:11, track fast; the track record is

*Winooka, the firstborn of his dam, was foaled 
in October, 1928, at the Kia Ora Stud of his 
breeder, Percy Miller, in New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia. His sire, Windbag, a great stayer “Down 
Under,” has distinguished himself as a sire chief- 
ly as a producer of sprinters. Windbag and 
Kanooka were both bred by Mr. Miller, who also 
bred their famous son. He was sold as a year- 
ling to H. G. Taylor for 290 guineas. On his first 
trip to the post he ran away and was excused 
from starting. That was in November, 1930. 
March 21 following he won a Nursery Handicap 
by four lengths, six furlongs in 1:13, under 114 
pounds, and attracted the attention of his present 
owners, who purchased him from Mr. Taylor for 
1,000 guineas and turned him over to Michael 
Polson to be trained. At three he won his first 
two starts, the second of which was the Clibborn 
Stakes. In seven other starts at three he was 
twice second and twice third. 

At four he became a great horse. He first won 
the Camellia Stakes, seven furlongs, then was 


third in the Epsom Handicap, one mile, beaten by 
Chatham (also by Windbag) and Rogilla. Later 
he captured the Dundonald Handicap, six fur- 
longs, carrying 137 pounds. After two other de- 
feats he was laid up until autumn (spring in 
America), and when he came back to racing he 
compiled a wonderful record. Carrying 135 
pounds, he was second, beaten a neck by Ibrani, 
which had up 111 pounds, and the winner was 
credited with running the 5142 furlongs in 1:04%, 
a new Australasian record. Next, under 126 
pounds, he won the seven-furlong Caulfield Fu- 
turity Stakes in 1:2414, a new track record, beat- 
ing an exceptionally good field. Then, at Flem- 
ington, he carried 135 pounds and ran fourth, 
beaten three heads, to sensational Waltzing Lily, 
Jacko and Ibrani, to which he was conceding 
respectively 14, 24 and 27 pounds. As in his 
earlier defeat, he was quite unlucky, and ap- 
peared clearly the best of the field. *Winooka 
then won five consecutive races, the Leonard 
Stakes, six furlongs, 140 pounds, first by three 
and a half lengths, in 1:1014, record for Fleming- 
ton track; Moonee Valley Quality Handicap, six 
furlongs, 126 pounds, first by three lengths, 
1:13%; Australian Jockey Club Handicap, one 
mile, 142 pounds, won easily by two lengths, in 
1:35%,, new Australasian record; All Aged Plate, 
one mile, 124 pounds, first by five lengths, 1:374; 
C. W. Cropper Plate, six furlongs, 126 pounds, 
first by five lengths, 1:1314. The three last 
named races were within a period of seven days 
at the Randwick meeting. 

His owners had planned to ship *Winooka to 
Queensland for the meeting there, but when they 
saw he was handicapped at 154 pounds in the 
Doomben Handicap, they decided upon an inva- 
sion of America. His complete record in Austra- 
lasia in three seasons was 24 starts, 11 wins, five 
seconds, three thirds, £5,570 won. Since his ar- 
rival in America he has started six times, won 
four races and finished third in one, and earned 
(according to published accourits, probably exag- 
gerated) $20,000. At Tanforan he won a match 
with Hueu. At Longacres he scored a win over 
Onrush. In the Challenger Purse at Laurel, his 
first start in the East, he was last in a field of 
five, Mate winning. In his next effort, with 126 
pounds up, he was third to Springsteel (120) and 
Hope to Do (108). He has not yet ventured 
more than six furlongs in this country. 


FAILS AT UNITED HUNTS. 

*Winooka ran his third race in seven days in 
the International Speed Test Special Sweep- 
stakes, $2,000 added, all ages, 6 furlongs, at the 
United Hunts meeting at Belmont Park Tuesday 
of this week, election day, but failed to finish in 
the money. Though the weight arrangement was 
favorable, *Winooka was unplaced behind the 2- 
year-old Sgt. Byrne, with Flying Heels second 
and Good Advice third. 


CHICSTRAW BEATS DISCOVERY. 

When Discovery (113), bearing the colors of 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt for the first time, came up 
on the outside, going easily, and took the lead 
from the pacemaker, Chicstraw (118), a quarter- 
mile from home in the Walden Handicap ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles) at Pimlico No- 
vember 4, he had all the appearance of being the 
winner. Chicstraw had made the pace to that 
point and was now apparently weakening, and 
the two were six lengths out in front of the 
nearest opposition. It turned out, however, that 
neither Chicstraw nor his rider, Don Meade, was 
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through fighting. Meade gave his mount a taste 
of the whip, and in a few strides had regained 
the lead. Down the stretch they battled, with the 
son of *Chicle leading the way by inches. In the 
last eighth Meade put up his whip and hand-rode 
Chicstraw to the finish, winning by a neck. 
Whether he was tiring or whether his rider, Lee 
Humphries, was slightly less efficient than 
Meade, Discovery faltered in the last 50 yards 
and gave up the struggle. Both the leaders were 
credited with good performances, for Discovery, 
in finishing second, was six lengths ahead of the 
Brookmeade Stable’s Cavalcade (121), the favor- 
ite, which, after leaving the gate slowly, had 
worked his way forward gradually and drawn 
away from the others in the stretch. Fourth, 
three lengths behind him, was the Belair Stud 
Stable’s Fleam (108). The others, in order of 
finish, were Holystone (97), Rebel Yell (101), 
Propagandist (107), Collateral (112), Flabber- 
gast (105), Round Table (105). Time, :23 3-5, 
:47 3-5, 1:12, 1:38, 1:44 3-5, track fast. Stakes 
division, $4,770, $1,000, $500, $250.

Chicstraw had won the Richard Johnson 
Stakes at Laurel Park, but had run fourth behind 
Bazaar in the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, 
a fact which resulted in rather liberal odds, $5.60 
to $1, against him in the Walden. His victory in 
the latter event brought his record to 12 starts, 
five wins, one second, $9,485 won. 


PONS SELLS DISCOVERY. 

Adolphe Pons last week sold Discovery to Al- 
fred Gwynn Vanderbilt and Trainer Jack Pryce 
turned him over to Trainer J. H. Stotler, who 
saddled him Saturday at Pimlico for the account 
of the new owner in the Walden Handicap, who 
that day sailed for a visit to Africa. The son 
of Display is a potential candidate for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the Preakness Stakes, the Ameri- 
can Derby and the Arlington Classic. He is not 
eligible to the Belmont Stakes. The price was 
not made public but it is known to have been a 
good one, as it should have been. 


FOREIGN 


ARCHER’S RECORD EQUALLED. 

ORDON RICHARDS, who all season has been 

driving hard to beat the English record of 
246 winners set up by Fred Archer in 1885, 
scored his 246th victory of the year at Hurst 
Park Saturday, November 4. He has until Satur- 
day, November 25, the close of the flat racing 
season, to add to the record. 


“THE American picture (Sporting Blood), 
judged from a purely sporting standpoint, had 
many minor defects,” writes Tom Walls, who 
won last year’s English Derby with April the 
Fifth, in Pearson’s Weekly, “but it did portray 
racing, as it is known on the other side of the 
Atlantic, very realistically.” Hollywood has 
never portrayed American racing realistically, 
probably never will. 


ARLINGTON DOWNS. 

HERE was real news at Arlington Downs last 

week, an item without precedent in recent 
years. Joseph A. Murphy, director of racing, 
held a conference with E. P. and Guy Waggoner, 
sons of W. T. Waggoner, as representatives of 
the Texas Jockey Club, and announced for the 
organization that, “deeply appreciative of the 
wonderful cooperation afforded it by the horse- 
men at its present meeting, it would raise the 
purses, and, commencing next Saturday and until 
the close of the meeting, the minimum purse will 
be $700.” The meeting had opened with $600 as 
the purse minimum, but crowds and mutuel play 
had proved so much better than expectations 
that, beginning Saturday, November 4, no purse 
of less than $700 was programmed. 

Another announcement was that Judge Mur- 
phy had accepted the position of permanent di- 
rector of racing at the Waggoner track, and that 
Tray Daniels, of Fort Worth, members of the 
firm of Waggoner and Daniels, had been named 
resident manager. Mr. Daniels will supervise a 
number of improvements to be made before the 
spring meeting opens. 

Dates for the spring session of 21 days were 
given out last week, Thursday, March 29, to Sat- 
urday, April 21. 

Along with these announcements came a decla- 
ration of policy for future meetings. Judge Mur- 
phy’s word to the newspapers was “that the 
racing should be divested of every vestige of 
commercialism, and that the policy would be for 
short, snappy meetings, spring and fall, with 
valuable stakes and purses sufficient to attract 
the better class of horses from every point in 
the North.” In line with this policy was the 
management’s announcement that the present 
meeting would close November 11, as scheduled, 
without extension. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE understands that the best 
“handle” at Arlington Downs has been in the 
neighborhood of $200,000. The State of Texas 
does not, under the present law, take any part 
of the mutuel play, but allows the track to keep 
10 per cent. The state’s revenue comes from 
the gate receipts. The amended racing law, 
which will be in effect next year, will give the 
state 2%4 per cent of the mutuel turnover and 
will also allow the track to take 10 per cent and 
the breakage. If the track takes full advantage 
of this privilege Texans next year will be paying 
approximately 14 per cent for the privilege of 
wagering on horse races. 


TEXAS FUTURITY. 

A race for Texas-bred stock could scarcely be 
expected to have a high-class field just now, 
after so many years in which racing (with 
wagering) has been barred in that state, but the 
Texas Futurity, instituted several years ago, 
when the restoration of racing appeared only a 
remote possibility, is being continued as a part 
of the plan of Texas sportsmen to make the Lone 
Star State one of the great Thoroughbred breed- 
ing centers. Its 1933 renewal ($450 added, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs) was run November 2 at 
Arlington Downs. Of the six horses entered, 
three were the property of the Three D’s Stock 
Farm Stable of W. T. Waggoner and Sons, also 
the owners of the track. They finished first, 
second and third. Money Getter (119), ridden by 
W. D. Wright, got up in the last few yards to 
beat Open Range (119), ridden by Jack West-

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rope, a head. Five lengths back was Morning 
Cry (116). Another eight lengths to the rear 
was D. Christian’s Secret Call (116), fourth. The 
other two were High Tex (119) and Elania 
(113). The two leaders are sons of *Phalaros, 
which stands at the Three D’s Stock Farm. Time,

J. A. Nix’s Gay World had been beaten so 
badly by Bobsled in the Texas Derby a week 
earlier, that when he went to the post November 
4 at Arlington Dawns for the Waggoner Handi- 
cap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles), he closed at odds of 6 to 1 in the mutuels. 
But, under 113 pounds, top weight by the scale, 
he took the lead after half a length and went on 
to score an easy victory, by two and a half 
lengths, under Jockey D. Taylor. Second was A. 
A. Baroni’s Madwind (106), four lengths ahead 
of Mrs. 8S. S. Tracy’s Sad Knight (100), which 
had a similar advantage over C. L. King’s Pari-

ILLINOIS 
STATISTICS. 


PORTSMAN’S PARK closed the Illinois rac- 

ing season on Tuesday, October 31, with a 
crowd which newspapers described as the largest 
ever seen at the half-mile track. It is taken for 
granted that the management realized a good 
profit, as good crowds prevailed through the 
meeting, and only $54,400 was distributed to the 
horsemen during the 14 days. 

Chicago tracks all year have been calling on 
horsemen to share a major part of the reduc- 
tions which have been necessary in this year’s 
retrenchments. The total distribution in stakes 
and purses, according to figures published last 
week in Daily Racing Form (Chicago), was 
$1,375,115, the accumulation of 213 days of sport 
and 1,638 races. The average daily distribution 
was $6,455.94, as against $8,945.57 for the 203 
days of racing in 1932. The average purse per 
race this year was $839.51, 29 per cent lower 
than last year’s $1,182.26 average for 1,536 races. 

The leading track, in the matter of distribu- 
tion, was Arlington Park, for the fifth year in 
succession. It paid out in stakes and purses a 
total of $354,505, far below its $591,610 of last 
year. Other tracks this season paid out to horse- 
men: Hawthorne, $259,680; Washington Park, 
$241,640; Lincoln Fields, $187, 485; Sportsman’s 
Park, $136,400; Fairmount Park, $125,500; 
Aurora, $69,905. Arlington Park’s daily average 
distribution was $11,816.83.

CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN. 

ALIFORNIA’S racing under the new legal 

dispensation began Thursday, November 1, 
with the opening of Tanforan’s 40-day meeting. 
The stage was set for sport on a scale not yet 
attempted in the Golden State, especially as re- 
gards the management’s effort to insure clean 
racing. For the first time in the United States 
it was required of horsemen that they have their 
entries in a receiving barn an hour before each 
race, and, as a further precaution against the use 
of drugs, C. J. Fitz Gerald, presiding steward, 
announced that no medicine of any sort was to 
be given any horse within 24 hours before a race, 
without the consent of a licensed veterinarian 
and a report to the stewards. 

The management was conservative in mapping 
out the financial scheme of the meeting, and 
kept most of its purses down to the $500 mini- 
mum. There is, however, a good series of stakes 
races which provide plenty of opportunity for 
animals of the better class. A charity program 
was given last Sunday. 

The early returns from the pari-mutuel ma- 
chines were a distinct disappointment. It is 
understood that the play on the opening day was 
less than $50,000, and that gate receipts for the 
day were approximately $4,000. Nevertheless, 
announcement was made that John W. March- 
bank, who holds the controlling stock in Tan- 
foran, had contracted for a $250,000 totalizator 
to be installed, presumably, in time for the next 
meeting. 


BOARDWALKER’S INAUGURAL HANDICAP. 


G. A. Marshall’s Boardwalker won at Tanforan 
July 29, then moved to Longacres and was badly 
beaten in her only three starts at that track. 
Hence, when she was entered for the Tanforan 
Inaugural Handicap ($1,500 added, all ages, 54 
furlongs) on the opening day at Tanforan, No- 
vember 1, she was not only given the bottom 
weight of 95 pounds but was made the extreme 
outsider in the betting at $36.80 to $1. Never- 
theless, under a good ride by M. Helm, she trailed 
well behind the pace of John D. Spreckels III’s 
Quickaway (117) until in the stretch, then made 
a stout finish and won by a neck from Abraham 
Bartelstein’s Teralice (3-y-o, 114). C. A. Hart- 
weil’s Hueu (3-y-o, 102) was third, a length 
back, and Quickaway, which appeared “short,’ 
was fourth. The others were Bonny Grafton 
(3-y-o, 111), *Tea Trader (117), Ima Count 
(2-y-o, 104). *Tea Trader, the Australian visi- 
tor, was favorite, but had some excuse, as he 
was without adequate racing room during a large 
part of the race.

OHIO 


REVENUE FROM RACING. 


ACING’S contribution to the treasury of the 

State of Ohio during the paft-season since 
pari-mutuel betting was legalized in the state 
amounted to $94,623.10, according to figures given 
out at Columbus last week by the Racing Com- 
mission. Of this total, $51,835.74, or more than 
half, was paid in by the Coney Island Jockey 
Club from its 42-day meeting. Other tracks con- 
tributed as follows: Beulah Park (two meetings), 
$14,444.77; Dayton, $12,147.53; Thistle Down, 
$11,267.94; Cranwood Park, $1,612.68; North 
Randall, $1,935.05; Toledo Driving Club, $369.64; 
Dayton Driving Club, $319.92; Ohio State Fair, 
$251.26. The remainder, $438.58, was made up 
from wagering on races at 10 county fairs. The 
State’s expense in connection with supervising 
the sport and collecting the taxes amounted to 
approximately $15,000. 


JOCKEYS 


Eugene Van Keuren. 
UGENE VAN KEUREN, whose chief claim to 
fame was that he rode Rey El Santa Anita to 
victory in the American Derby of 1894, in which 
Domino was last, died at his home in Sheepshead 
Bay, Long Island, Sunday, November 5, of 
pneumonia and heart disease. He was 62 years 
old. After retiring from the saddle Van Keuren 
was a clocker. A son, Eugene, and a daughter, 
Margaret, survive him.

He 
is at Latonia ...@Owen Webster was smart 
enough to “beat the gate” with Salut d’Amour at 
Latonia November 3, but Starter William Hamil- 
ton was smart enough to set him down for three 
days ...L. McDermott was suspended at La- 
tonia last week; he failed to keep Cathop straight 
in the fifth race of October 31... O. Harbort 
moved from New York to Tanforan last week; 
he is another of Paul Kelly’s developments ... 
First suspension at Tanforan was meted out to 
C. Scott. He got 10 days for causing a jam with 
Quickaway soon after the start of the fifth race 
on the opening day . . . Apprentice P. Sage was 
back in the saddle at Pimlico last Saturday, hav- 
ing recovered from foot injuries received at 
Bowie while galloping horses a week earlier .. . 
F. Mauro, apprentice, came off with a battered 
nose when his mount reared and struck the 
rider’s head against part of the stall gate at Ar- 
lington Downs November 3...

NCLUDING the racing of Friday, November 3, 
the year has seen 4,330 winners, the get of 
713 sires, on the recognized tracks of North 
American. There have been 11,486 races, whose 
first monies totaled $5,877,557, an average of 


$511.71 per race. 


On a corresponding date in 


1932, November 5, the totals were 714 sires, 4,053 
winners, 10,251 races, $7,191,523 distributed in 
first monies, and an average first money value 


per race of $701.54. 


That is, there has been a 


much smaller amount of money to divide among 


a greater number of horses. 


Since the last publication of the Sires of Win- 
ners, Black Toney, dean of the stallions at Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, has passed 
*Royal Minstrel and regained his position at the 


top of the list. 


Another development is that 


Flying Ebony, sire of Dark Secret, has moved 


into a place among the 10 leaders. 


Pompey also 


is now among the top 10, though his name does 
not show on the following list, which includes fig- 
ures of last Friday; the next day his son, Pom-
